Ever sinoe 1829, when President Andy Jackson in­ 
vited everyone in sight to an inaugural housewarming, 
the White House has belonged to the people.

Last year the banda were very 
narrow—and you know the kind of 
winter we had. 


This year. I am happy to report, 
the brown bands are very wide — 
and the entomological prediction is 
that we will have a lovely winter. 
Aa if to confirm the investiga­ 
tion, I almost stepped on a Woolly 
Bear this morning on my way to 
the mail box for the newspapers. 
To me it was just another cater­ 
pillar. 
“I just saw an awfully cute cat­ 
erpillar," I said to my wife when 
I got back into the house. "Brown 
body with black front and rear.” 
Then I looked at my paper. And 
I’ll be darned if there wasn’t a 
picture of that very same cater* 
pillar right on the front page with 
a three-column heading: "Woolly 
Bear Survey Indicates A Mild 
Winter.” 
Looking at what I have written 
so far, I first thought that it was 
kind of silly to devdte this much 
space to a weather report. 
But, on the other hand, it cer­ 
tainly isn’t any sillier than to give 
it three-column space on the front 
page of a big newspaper.

000,000 project will be heard first, 
with the last two days of the three- 
day hearing devoted to the opposi­ 
tion. 
Strong argument against the 
proposed canal Is expected to come 
from the Pittsburgh Chamber of 
Commerce and other business In­ 
terests. Organizations sponsoring 
the canal Include the Ohio Valley 
Improvement Association, Inc., of 
Cincinnati, O.; William B. Rodgers, 
president of the Pittsburgh Coal 
Exchange, and Herman S. Stucke- 
men, president of the Propeller 
Club wf Pittsburgh. 
Those opposing the canal main­ 
tain it will help Youngstown and 
Cleveland at Pittsburgh’s expense, 
while those favoring it claim the 
canal will benefit the whole Pitta- 
burgh-Youngitown-Cleveland area 
by making possible cheaper water 
transportation. 
The proposed canal will extend 
from Beaver, Pa., on the Ohio 
river, to* Ashtabula, O., on Lake 
Erie. Total length will be about 
104 miles with some 11 locks.

Crisis h China 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 1«.—(INS) 
—Sen. Wiley (R) Wis. urged today 
that the United Nations and the 
two Congressional foreign policy 
committees simultaneously consid­ 
er the China crisis in the light of 
world peace. 
Wiley said that the situation in 
embattled China is of “perhaps 
oven more critical significance” 
than the Far Eastern crisis of 1941 
which ended in the Pearl Har­ 
bor attack and war for the United 
States.

Rev. Matsumoto, a victim of tha 
atomic bombing of Hlroshema, 
Japan, »peaking before a cspac ty 
crowd of Methodists in Trinity 
Church. Oil City, Monday evening, 
■aid that he was amazed at the 
goodwill and hospitality which had 
been given him and his people by 
the people of the United States, 
and by hia church. 
He gave an account of the bomb- 
lag. Mr. Matsumoto said that he 
was just sitting down to his desk 
In his school room on the clear 
bright morning of Aug. 6, 1945, 
when a purple flash many times 
brighter than the sun suddenly 
appeared. Three hundred of the 
girls in the school were on duty 
cleaning the streets of rubble and 
these were almost all killed In­ 
stantly or died shortly after the 
explosion. 
* 
The three-story frame building 
which housed the school was com­ 
pletely demolished as was almost 
every 
building 
within 
several 
blocks. 
The wreckage did not 
catch flte immediately and so Rev. 
Matsumoto was able to crawl out 
and survey the damage. He found 
his wife and daughter; his wife 
.was not harmed but the daughter 
was cut to ribbons by flying glass. 
He left his wife and their daugh­ 
ter by the bank of a stream and 
went to aid the victims in the 
school 
building. 
Beside 
those 
killed outright by tha blast some 
80 were burned to death In the 
fire which followed. 
About two- 
thirds of tha girls were able to 
escape the fire. Three hundred and 
fifty girls and 18 teachers were 
lost. Many people were apparently 
disintegrated, as no remains and 
no traces of them could be found. 
Two hundred thousand died from 
that one atomic explosion alone. 
Mrs. Matsumoto died of a heart 
attack whan pushed into the water 
by the crowds which sought the 
stream to escape the terrific heat 
of the burning city. The daugh­ 
ter recovered. 
Four months later Matsumoto 
had reorganised his school, some 
repair was made to the building 
and the school reopened with 100 
girls and five teachers.

rounding Mrs. Avalon’s death co­ 
incided with those in the death 
of Mrs. Mary Hahula, 84-year-old 
mother of three who was beaten 
to death in her home eight years 
ago. 
“Tim assailants in both the eight-

DUTIES OF A CHAPERON 
“I have Just accepted an invita­ 
tion to be a chaperon at a frater­ 
nity dance which will take place 
in a hotel ballroom. Could you 
tell me what my duties are?” 
Answer: With the other chaper­ 
ons or patronesses, you should 
form a receiving line and greet 
the guests as they enter and pass 
you. The guests themselves should 
remember that it is quite as neces­ 
sary to greet the chaperones as it 
Is to greet a hostess whose house 
they enter. After all the guests 
have arrived, you may relax your 
vigil and Join the dancers it you 
have a partner or are asked to 
dance by any of the men present. 
Strictly speaking, a chaperon is 
supposed to see that law and order 
prevail; but, of course, at a hotel 
dance, you will have little more 
to do than greet the guests, as 
stated, after which you may Join 
In the merriment or sit and talk 
with the other chaperones, if you 
are beyond the dancing age, or 
unaccompanied by a man. 


Question: How does one go about 
dressing and undressing in a pull- 
man berth? Should 1 have the por­ 
ter bring my baggage to my berth 
or what is the procedure? 
Answer. Carry an overnight bag 
in which you should have a night 
dress, robe, slippers, cosmetics 
and everything else you will need 
for overnight use. On sleeping 
cars, passengers are supposed to 
dress and undress in their berths, 
and a small bag with everything 
compact will save time and space. 
It can be kept by your pullman 
chair by obviating the necessity 
of having the porter carry your 
large travelling bag back and 
forth. In a train not overly- 
crowded, passengers may dress 
and undress in the small wash­ 
rooms; but this is not encouraged 
since it is unfair for a few pas­ 
sengers to monopolize these rooms, 
while others may wait indefinitely 
for their chance. Be sure you in­ 
clude a full-lenth, opaque robe and 
slippers which you will find in­ 
dispensable for going from your 
berth to the washrooms.

Atomic World 
Pubic Exhibit 


Exhibit Brought Into Focus For 
General Public, Atomic Energy 
Commission In Charge 


PHILADELPHIA, 
Nov. 
10. — 
(INS) — The 
atomic 
world 
is 
brought into focus for the general 
public at an exhibit at Franklin 
Institute Museum. 
The exhibit is one of the most 
comprehensive, 
educational 
ex­ 
hibits of its kind yet shown in 
Philadelphia. 
Scientists designed the exhibit, 
titled "Nuclear Energy Is Here 
for Good”, to help make atomic 
energy “everybody’s business”. The 
exhibit was developed under aus­ 
pices of the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission. 
Features of the exhibit include 
a model atomic pile which splits 
single uranium atoms before the 
eyes of the spectators. Energy re­ 
leased by this fission process Is 
amplified into strikipg visual and 
sound effects. 
A tiny capsule of a mixture of 
radium and beryllium, valued at 
$12.500, ia used in the model to 
produce the neutrons that pierce 
the nuclei of uranium atoms in the 
fission chamber. 
Modal Fowor Plant 
A model power plant shows how 
s nuclear reactor, or atomic pilo, 
may some day bo employed to gen­ 
erate electric power by means of 
the great heat releases resulting 
from nuclear flsslôn—hest that 
may be transformed into steam to 
drive electric generating machin­ 
ery. 
Several demonstrations, models 
and talks depict the great valuss 
of nuclear energy in scientific re­ 
search and processes relating to 
the fields of medicine and biology, 
chemistry, agriculture, metallurgy 
and numerous others. 
There is the radioactive flower, 
growing in soil fertilized by a phos­ 
phate containing radioactive phos­ 
phorus. 
A Geiger counter, the 
"adding machine” of radioactivity, 
is used to demonstrate the course 
of Hie “tracer” atoms into the 
roots 
stems and leaves of the 
plant. 
Scientists Study Life Proeeaoes 
Scientists are employing radio­ 
active substances produced in nu­ 
clear energy processes to study 
life processes in far greater detail 
than ever before possible. 
A large silhouette figure dubbed 
Mr. Atom” is equipped with a di­ 
gestive system made up of series of 
electric lights. The glow of the 
lights shows how radioactive sub­ 
stances may be followed through 
Hie human system by doctors diag­ 
nosing and treating human ills. 
A miniature Van de Graff elec­ 
trostatic generator, a machine that 
builds up high charges of static 
electricity, is one of the several 
scientific instruments demonstrat­ 
ed in the exhibit. Spectators are 
invited to make their “hair stand 
on end” by touching the machine 
when it is accumulating charges up 
to 125,000 volts.

ENNSYLVANIA Dag Law has long been a contraveralal Issue ta 
sportsmen s meetings. It is also under fire in other groups, and is 
continually condemned by individuals. 
In fact, we have seldom 
heard anyone declare it a good law. Perhaps we should sty, a satisfac­ 
tory law. writes Seth Myers of the Northwest Division, Pennsylvania 


Th^principal reason that aportsmen do not like it is because the money 
derived from hunting dog license is used by the Department of Agricul­ 
ture. They feci it should go into the game fund. 
Some groups don't like it bacaiuse nothing in the law can force owners 
to get rid of dogs that keep neighbors awake. This night barking and 
howling has been a bone of contention for many long years. It seems 
that this public nuisance doesn’t annoy the owners. 
The most consistent complaint to be heard from all groups, is that | h* 
dog. law cannot be properly enforced. It is claimed that there are too 
few of enforcement officers to carry out the provision« of the law. This 
needs investigation and perhaps legislative action.

After having made a study of the complete law, and interviewing many 
of those who have submitted complaints, we find the following. Extre­ 
mely few people know anything about the Dog Law. We were amazed 
at how little some of our people know about this branch of state govern 
ment. About all they could say for sure, was, It s lousy .

—Scores of revenue-hungry munic­ 
ipalities throughout Pennsylvania 
today are seeking new funds to 
offset increased operating costs. 
Under legislation adopted in 
1947 by the legislature at the in­ 
sistence of Gov. James H. Duff, 
are expected to adopt new reve­ 
nues to replenish rapidly-dwind­ 
ling treasuries by imposing levies 
on many items subject to taxation 
but not taxed by the common­ 
wealth. 
Secretary of Internal Affairs 
William S. Livengood. Jr.. whose 
department corelates local tax in­ 
formation, said municipal fiscal 
troubles stemmed from post war 
increases in operation which be­ 
came apparent when officials be­ 
gan blueprinting budgets. 
Mast Raise More Revenue 
Local 
governments, 
he 
ex­ 
plained, are famed with the prob­ 
lem of raising additional revenue 
"to take care of salary increases, 
long delayed 
construction 
and 
maintenance, necessary new equip­ 
ment and the extension of many 
services demanded by their citi- 
sens.’’ 
He forecasts no "appreciable 
rise” in local real estate taxes or 
assessed valuations. 
"There are, of course, individual 
communities which are planning 
additional revenues from real es­ 
tate but most of the Pennsylvania 
communities that are looking for 
substantial increases of revenue 
will make use of the broad taxing 
powers made available by the pas­ 
sage of Act 481 in the 1947 General 
Assembly." 
The act embraces all political 
sub-divisions except Philadelphia 
and all school districts except 
those of Philadelphia and Pitts­ 
burgh. 
The law’s constitutionality has 
been upheld by the State Supreme 
Court but there probably will be 
demands for its repeal or revision. 
Approximately 800 of the 3.600 
political sub-divisions in Pennsyl­ 
vania broadened local tax bases 
since passage of the act, according 
to Livengood.
